Sorry  for  the  delay!  PCI  said  they  were  going  to  ask  the  City?  The  lot  is  (still)  owned  by  the  CRA,  not  the  City. 
What  they  would  probably  need  to  do,  however,  would  be  to  apply  for  a Temporary  Special  Event  permit  since 
there  will  be  food,  drinks,  tents  and  a stage.  That  would  be  through  Building  & Safety. 

Depending  on  the  street,  I think  that  actually  might  be  a viable  option  rather  than  having  a relatively  loud  event 
on  a rooftop  - of  course,  depending  on  how  late  it  goes,  etc.  And  again,  it  would  also  depend  on  which  street 
you  are  planning  to  use.  Have  you  thought  about  potential  streets?
